He 
said the 
conclusion

congress could not enact pension

Convicts Mutilate Selves. 
The committee said 21 convicts 


at Retrieve had mutilated them- 
selves intentionally 
since 
last 


September. 
In a few instances 


a foot or hand was amputated, 
but in most cases the convict cut 
off fingers or toes or gashed a 
leg. 


"From all the facts available," 


the committee said, "we believe 
that thege self-mutilations cannot 
be traced to any one cause. 


"We believe they are traceable 
to 
three principal causes. 
In 


some cases, two or more causes 
may. contribute to the convict's ac- 
tion. These are; 


"(1). A desire to avoid work In 


the fields and to be transferred 
to an 'easier' farm. 


"(2) 
Agitation by other con- 
victs. 


"(3) 
Mistreatment at the hands 


of certain guards. 


Bat and Barrel. 
The report pointed 
out 
that 


Texas permits use of "the bat" 
and the barrel as legal punish- 
ments for infractions of prison 
discipline. 


"The bat," the committee ex- 


plained, "is a leather strap, fas- 
tened to a wooden handle, and 
twenty lashes arc administered 
for the more serious infractions. 


"This is done inV the presence 


of a physician attached to the 
prison medical staff. 
For lesse'r 


infractions the convict is made to 
stand on the barrel for hours at 
a time, with intermittent rest per- 
iods." - 


The committee also released a 


report of a state ranger Investi- 
gation of conditions at Retrieve, 
ordered by Governor Allred. 
'It seems that the convicts who 


have maimed themselves and each 
other did so mainly to get out 
of work, as we found no marks, 
scars or bruises on them and it 
is 
our 
information 
that 
they 
were just lazy and did not want 
to work or want to get along 
with the guards," Ranger Captain 
Fred McDaniel said. 


Convicts Not Stripped. 


'We did not have these con- 
victs stripped for inspection as it 
was done a day or two before 
we frot there and there were no 
unusual marks or 'scars on them 
at that time. The reason for us 
not doing this was that it would, 
lead the convicts to think 
that 


they were getting sympathy from 
the governor's office, which would 
be a very bad thing to do hi my 
judgment." 


The legislative committee urged 


immediate steps to bring about 
segregation of convicts, "by stat- 
ute, 
if need .be." 
Committeemen 
said, however, that 
the prison 


management was making an ef- 
fort to segregate the prisoners as 
far as present facilities would per- 
mit. 


'The committee 
recommended 


Immediate employment of a psy- 
chitrist and psychologist to direct 
the segregation plan.

If it interests you any, the 


mail that 
passes through 


the senate postoffice every 
day reaches a total of 40,- 
000 incoming and 
45,000 


outgoing letters.. If there 
were 
an 
equal 
division 


among members of the sen- 
ate, that would mean that 
each senator receives 416 
letters and sends out 468, 
which would indicate that 
the senatorial courtesy of 
reply to • all, communica- 
tions is more than faithful- 
ly observed and that sen- 
ators do a little letter writ- 
ing of their own 
on 
the 


side. The dverage, however, 
is said to be the individual 
receipt of about 300 letters 
a day, with a proportionate 
outgo. That permits a lee- 
way for Huey Long and 
some other members of this 
high body who are vitally 
concerned in political bally- 
hoo as well as political leg- 
islation.

FARM MORTGAGE 


REFINANCING BILL 


GIVEN APPROVAL 


WASHINGTON, 
May 
3.—(XP)— 
The Frazler bill 
to 
refinance 
farm mortgages with an inter- 
est of 1 1-2 per cent was ap- 
proved today by the senate agri- 
culture committee. 
The bill, not on the administra- 


tion legislative 
program, 
would 
authorize the refinancing of all 
existing farm mortgages on an 
amortization plan by which the 
farmer would pay 1 1-2 per cent 
interest and 1 1-2 per i cent on 
principal. 


Funds would be raised through 


the sale of bonds on which the 
interest rate would be 1 1-2 per 
cent, but if not enough were sold 
the federal reserve board would 
be directed to issue up to $3,000,- 
000,000 .in federal reserve notes 
with the bonds as security. 


The bill also would 
finance 


chattel mortgages or other farm 
indebtedness with three per cent 
loans up to 65 per cent of the 
fair market value, of livestock. 
The real estate mortgage could 


equal the fair value of the farms 
plus 75 per cent of the value of 
the buildings and improvements. 


The farm financing bill,' Intro- 


duced by Senator Frazier (R-ND.) 
has been pending in the senate 
for several years. 


The committee also approved 


a. bill by Senator Shipstead (FL- 
Minn) providing that in estab- 
lishing the parity price for agri- 
cultural commodities under 
the 


agricultural adjustment act, ac- 
count should be taken of inter- 
est and debt payments.

BRITAIN DETERMINED 
TO OUTSTRIP REICH 
IN PLANE BUILDING

LONDON, May 3.—An authority 
tive source revealed todav that 
draft of a plan for a western Eu- 
ropean aviation 
pact 
has been 
drawn up and has been taken un- 
der consideration in Paris, Rome 
and London simultaneously with 
the receipt of Information in high 
British quarters that Germany has 
facilities for building 100 airplanes 
a month as replacements. 


The British air* ministry, meet- 
ing Relchsfuehrer Hitler's chal- 
lenge in the air, undertook a new 
program for substantial increases 
in British fighting planes, air- 
dromes and Royal Air force per- 
sonnel. This program will be pre- 
sented to parliament within two 
weeks. 


The air pact, as now drafted, 


is said to include an agreement 
to cp.ll a halt in airplane con- 
struction. 
Well-informed 
sources 
ftatcd that the draft thus far has 
not been submitted to Berlin but 
that Germany's signature as well 
as Belgium's is contemplated. 


To Build 200 Planes at Once. 
In order to fulfil Prime Min- 
ister Ramsay MacDonald's pledge 
-that Great Britain will keep pace 
with Germany in aviation, it was 
estimated that at least 200 more 
British fighting- planes must be 
built at once. The increases pro- 
vided for less than three months 
ago would bring the home defense 
strength to 630 planes at the end 
of 1935. 


The British government had ad- 
mitted that it docs not know the 
precise strength 
of 
Germany's 
air force, but Sir John Simon, 
foreign 
secretary, revealed that 
Hitler's recent claim to equality 
in the air meant that Germany 
now has more than 800 war planes 
equal to Great Britain's first-line 
home and over-seas strength. 
Hundred Planes Monthly. 


The 
100-planes-a-montli capac- 
ity was understood to bo in addi- 
tion to Germany's facilities for 
regular construction in the event 
of hostilities. 


The high sources which disclos- 


ed this information said they were 
told Germany is immediately ex- 
panding her aviation construction 
program with the expectation of 
attaining soon a monthly replace- 
ment production of 200 machines. 


Despite the 
succession of re- 
ports concerning the 
extent of 
the Reich's air force plans. Sir 
John Simon, 
foreign 
secretary, 


and other officials concede that 
the government atill is uncertain 
whether it has 
full 
information 
concerning 
Hitler's 
objectives. 
Various departments have been 
Instructed to keep n close watch 
on Germany's 
fast-steppinK air- 
craft industry. 


German Air Strength. 
Latest official comparisons give 
Germany 800 to 850 planes. This 
figure in general equals the num- 
ber of all Royal Air force first- 
line craft throughout the empire. 
Whatever Germany's present or 
projected strength in the air the 
empire was given full assurance 
that the government intends to 
redeem fullv the pledee of Stan- 
lev Baldwin, Lord President of 
the Council and conservative lead- 
er, never, to permit the Reich to 
attain supremacy in that depart- 
ment.

Despite his advanced age, Gen- 
eral Desaussure continued as an 
executive of the passenger depart- 
ment of the Southern Railway un- 
til the last, frequently working 
long hours. 
His death occurred 
at his home at 5 a. m. 
General Desaussure had looked 
forward with eagerness to the 
coming Confederate 
reunion 
at 
Amarillo, Texas, and had been ac- 
tive in securing that convention 
city after other places were un- 
able to make the necessary finan- 
cial arrangements. 


"The veterans will continue to 
hold reunions as long as there is 
a commander, an adjutant and 
two men to do the meeting," he 
often said. 
General Desaussure

was a typical example of what has 
been described as a "Southern 
gentleman of the old school." 


Although he always opposed a 
joint reunion of Confederate Vet- 
erans and the men who served 
with the Union, he bore his for- 
mer opponents no ill-will, feellns?

MARTIN WELCOMES DELE- 
GATES ENGINEER'S MEETING 


TO CORSICANA 


Observations on recent 


industrial and agricultural 
progress in Europe and par- 
ticularly in Russia as pre- 
sented by Victor H. Schof- 
felmayer, of Dallas, featur- 
ed the opening session of 
the Texas Section of the 
American Society of Civil Engi- 
neers in their spring meeting at 
the Navarro Hotel Friday morn- 
ing.

Mr. Martin declared that no 
formal welcome to the engineers 
or any other visitors was neces- 
sary, since the seventeen concrete 
highways leading to the cltv were 
constant invitations to visit and 
reminders of the hospitality In 
store. 
He paid tribute to the energy 
and initiative of Mr. McClendon. 
He called attention to the fact 
that oil was first discovered west 
of the Mississippi in Corsicana, 
and said man yof the outstanding 
events in oil history occurred in

Victor H. Schoffelmayer. farm 
editor of the Dallas News, was 
then presented to relate some of 
his observations on a recent Euro- 
pean trip. The speaker declared 
that it was a pleasure to talk to 
a group of technical men who 
could visualize on past the Cen- 
tennial celebration and its bene- 
fits on down to the time when 
Texas should take its 
rightful 
place as an industrial state through 
the rightful exploitation of Its nat- 
ural resources. 
He asserted that the state had 


been badlv scarred by the failures 
in agriculture for the past ten 
years but that these wounds were 
being healed' over by special treat- 
ment now, but called attention to 
the fact that the state must solve 
its own problems by making the 
best possible use of her own re- 
sources. 
He declared that tho 
correct development and exploita- 
tion would bring employment to 
hundreds of thousands and instead 
of neglecting agriculture would 
only utilize all of its products for 
its own benefit. 
Taking up his European trip, 
Schoeffelmayer told his listeners 
that Europe had changed greatly 
in recent years and one of the 
greatest surprises was the excel- 
lent use made of soils that had 
been cultivated constantly, for 1,- 
000 to 2,000 years, all of them for- 
est soils and all of them about 
equal to our poorer soils. He de- 
clared that Italy had a real agri- 
cultural-industrial 
program thor- 


oughly intcrgrated 
to 
develop 
"Italy for Italians." He said that 
today Italy is feeding her people 
while ten years ago she had to 
import about a hundred million 
bushels of wheat. 
They 
were 
forced to become self-supporting 
because there was no outlet for 
their 
manufactured 
goods 
and 
they could not make purchases In 
the United States. 
The speaker 
said that Texas exports today were 
about 50 per cent of last year. 
Self-Sustaining Program. 
While the groat war disrupted 


the thinking of EQropean people, 
it »ut them on their mettle and 
the? are working vigorously on 
self-sustaining program whose ba- 
sic factors are the enrichment and 
cultivation of the soil to aid the 
man, 
and in the rehabilitation of 
the man to save the nation. 
The programs of most of the 


nations were reported to be the 


Russian Program Staggering. 
Referring to Russia, he stated 
that nation is just beginning to 
lose its drabness and that it hag 
the most staggering program in 
the history of the' world, besides 
the most 
complicated problem, 
with 101 various tribes of people 
and 58 separate printed languages. 
Schoffelmayer said their program 
was the most challenging of all 
and had as its goal the worlds 
first self-contained economic unit. 
He ' pointed out that the Soviet 
had the natural resources 
and 
were spending fifty billion dollars 
on the program, which Includes 
industrial plants and activities of 
all kinds. Its activities are dis- 
integrated but the nation raised 
13,000,000 bales of cotton in 1934, 
and that the people could do any- 
thing when properly compelled. 
He recalled that the Russian wo- 
men did most of the heavy work 
in the fields and factories. 
He declared that when the pres- 
ent younger generation that is re- 
ceiving technical training arrives 
to maturity It would not be tee 
much to expect to'sec exports frore 
Russia, even though they are nol 
producing enough for themselves 
today. He pointed to Japan's tak- 
ing of British textile markets as 
an- example of the possibility of 
such an occurrence. 
. First Flve-Year Flan. 
Schoffelmayer said the first five 
year plan was the setting up. of 
the basic industries, nnd the sec 
ond now in progress is the sup- 
plying of the people with consum 
er's goods. He said the undertak- 
ing was all the more remarkable 
because a large percentage of the 
nation's 
170,000.000 
inhabitants 
were illiterate. He also called at 
tention to the fact that while the 
United States would not extend 
credit to the Soviet for purchases 
In this country, the countries o 
Europe took a chance and hat 
gotten their money. He also men 
tioned the decentralization of in 
dustrles in the leading cities in 
Western Russia, now being moved 
inland because of the fear of war 
He reported that Adolph Hitler ii 
tho German version of his re.cen 
book tells tho people of Germany 
that their salvation lies In th 
Ukraine, and that Russia isawar 
of Germany's desire for this terrl 
tory. 
In closing he declared that even 


tually Russia would have to b 
reskoned with as an 
cconomi 
unit regardless of what form o 
government they might continue 
whether Soviet or some other. 
In response to questions from 
the society members, the speake 
said that it was a fact that durln 
his stay in the country he did no 
hear any spontaneous laughter.

NEW PROCEDURE ORDERED 
BY JOHNSON; EFFECTIVE IN 


COUNTY AT ONCE 


AUSTIN, Texas, May .6.—(Spl.) 


—Effective . immediately, county 
relief 
administrators -no 
longer 


will b« permitted to extend any 
form of relief from general re- 
lief funds to any employable farm 
family, It was announced by Adam 
R. Johnson, state director of the 
Texas Relief Commission. 


"A farm family," Mr. Johnson 


explained, "Is one residing out- 
side the limit's of incorporated or 
unincorporated towns, villages and 
cities' and who depend upon farm- 
ing-operations for the major por- 
tion of their Income. It is not 
intended to include in this group 
families who live on small plots 
of land which are sufficient only 
to produce a part of their .sus- 
tenance requirements and upon 
which they can not produce 'a 
commercial crop."

"Farm 
•families," 
henceforth, 


may receive aid only In the,,form 
of advances through the rural re- 
habilitation 
corporation. County 


administrators T/cre Instructed to 
recall any work cards Issued to 
rural families for work relief1 In 
May and to make advances, se- 
cured by notes and mortgages, In- 
stead. 


Change Effective Immediately.

Peek's report, made as special 
adviser on foreign trade, raised a 
doubt as to whether 'the United 
States is now as big a creditor 
Aft generally supposed.

the extent of $16,897,000,000. But, 
he said, our status as a creditor

the United States, he said, and

I've known. I sold some of my 
wheat at the lowest level I can 
recall—29 cents a bushel." 


But that's all over now, Went- 


zel thinks. Looking to the fu- 
ture he finds solace in the re- 
sults obtained in 1934. 
"Last year was as good as the 


best year I've ever had," he re- 
calls. "And'I think this year will 
be just as good, or even better."
